On the 20th of August we made 
careful ammeter and voltmeter measure­ 
ments of the lamp situated on the 
corner, near Jno. Martin's house. 


On August 21st we visited the sta­ 
tion and made measurements of the 
total output of the machine to the line 
On 
August 23rd we made volt­ 
meter measurements on four lamps 
during their regular service. 


All measurements were made with 
Western standard instruments, 
which 
have been lately calibrated and ad­ 
justed. 


It is well known that candle power 
measurements of arc lights have very 
little value, and the standard usually 
adopted is that a 2000 cjndle power 
arc lamp is one that consumes 450 
watts of electrical energy. 
The meas­ 
urements taken were therefore directed 
towards determining the energy con­ 
sumed per lamp. 


The test of August 20th gave the re 
suit as lollows: 


The amperes on the circuit fluctu-1 
ated so constantly th«t it was impos-1 
sible to determine the average current I 
wkh any degree of accuracy. 


The hrgest amount of current ob­ 
served 
was io.3 amperes, and the 
smallest 7.8 amperes. 
The probable, 
average current was 9 4 amperes. 


The 
pressure used by the lamp 
averaged about 30 vt»lts, making the 
energy consumed by the lamp 282 
watts. 


The 
tests made at the station, gave 
the following results: 


The average output was 9.8 amperes 


for three years for $500.

The globes are so dirty that 
it is pc>sible to look steadily at the arc 
frori a distance ot 2 feet, without the 
least inconvenience. 
At least 20 per 
cent ol the light ol the lamps is cut off 
by this dirt. 
For such a condition of 
aff tirs there is no excuse. 


Second- The 
adjustment 
of the 
nijis i-. SL:< !i that they do not main­ 
tain the proper separation of the car­ 
bons with the current supplied. On 
this account the lower carbon projects 
into the crater formed in the upper 
one, and cuts off a portion of the light. 
Proper voltage cannot be maintained 
without greater separation of the car­ 
bons, and can never be steady unless 
the current is steady. 


The carbons at present used are for 
the 
upper 5-8 diameter for the lower 
1-2 diameter. 
The extra weight of the 
upper carbon acts against the lifting 
coil and reduces the length of an arc. 
If both carbons are made 7-16 diameter 
the service will be materially improved. 


Lamps should all be brought 
into 
the station, a few at a time, and ad­ 
justed to operate with a steady current 
of 9.5 amperes and feed at 47 volts. 
When an arc burns at a low voltage, it 
gives out a hissing sound, and the light 
decreases in a much more rapid rate 
than the voltage. 
The absense of this 
hissing is a good practical test of the 
proper operation of a lamp. 
Even 
with the present 
adjustment of the 
lamps, if the brushes on the machine 
are set further forward, better 
results 
will be obtained, and it is probable 
that this was done on the evening we 
visited the station.

To the Honorable Board of Trustees, 
Town of Berkeley, 
Gentlemen: 
In the matter of boiler 
and tanks referred to your Superin­ 
tendent of Streets, I would say that I 
am of the opinion that the boiler is 
worth now about $20, but if kept under 
an .ash pile much longer will net be 
worth anything. 
The three tanks are 
worth about $3 a piece. 


The hydrant at the corner of fjni- 
versity avenue and Seventh street is a 
2 inch 
hydrant and is useless, and 
should be replaced by a 4-inch hydrant. 


A 4-inch hydrant should be placed 
on the corner of Channing way and 
Bowditch 
street for convenience of 
sprinkling, and also for fire purposes. 
The 
Water Company has made ar­ 
rangements for placing it at this point. 


The facilities for people to reach the 
sidewalks at Berkeley station 
after 
alighting from the trains are very poor 
when it rains. 
I would recommend 
that an asphaltum or wooden walk six 
or eight feet wide be built parallel to 
the tracks from Addison street to Cen­ 
ter street, and that ,about four cross­ 
walks of asphaltum or wood be built 
across Shattuck avenue. 
I would ask 
the Board to take some action as soon 
as possible, as it is of paramount im­ 
portance. 
I would also ask that drains 
be laid to catch some of the water 
which will deluge the country around 
the station, if the pipe asked for in 
Oxford street is not laid; these drains 
to connect with the pipe culvert now 
laid in Shattuck avenue.

NOTE STREET BOND SYSTEM. 


In a pamphlet giving the general 
street law of California, C. T. H.' Pal­ 
mer, propably the best authority of the 
State upon these laws, makes the fol­ 
lowing notes in relation to doing street 
work by this system: "It has long 
been obvious that the chief obstacle to 
the general improvement of streets has 
been the inability of many oi the prop­ 
erty owners to pay cash for work. 
Most; of them desire' the work but will 
not put themselves to the inconven­ 
ience of sparing or raising the money 
for the cost 
This feeling frequently 
blockades for years an improvement 
which all owners concerned really de- 
sire and which nearly half of them are 


•t willing to pay for at once, but the law 
•allows these to be outslaughtered by 


1* the written objections of the major 


y% (frontage. 
The Bond System removes 
the reason of the chief objection by 
Spreading the payments equally over a 
town not exceeding ten years. 
It has 
'worked so successfully in the older 
States That h i s no longer an experi 
ment 
It is a necessary step in the 
development of material interest now 


' in, progress throughout California. 


*** *** """Examination of the text is necessary 
for the details, but the general prin 
ciple is to satisfy the need of the prop- 
;'#erty owner to have his work done now 
-?v^ind'be paid" fot at once or within ten 
J^years as he may prefer, and at the same 
k- time toprovide the bond in marketable, 
form. 
For no contractor can afford to 
jffJEany. by himself for ten years the 
.ribonds which represent the cost of do 
ing the work, and.he must engage 
purchaser for them before he can dare 


•. to bid on the work at all. 
No pur- 


' _. chaser being found, no bids can be 
made and no work can be done. The 
bond plan will become a dead letter. 


*' 'Besides the great relief to the property 
owners' convenience which is sought 
rehvthe system, it is vitally necessary lor 
the'realization of that relief that the 
bonds should be drawn so as to be at 


• tractive to investors of money. This is 
as indispensable to the property owner 
as to the bond holder. 


•<•> It will be observed that these are 
not municipal bonds, pledging the re- 


, sources of the whole city, authorized 
by popular vote, and payable out of 
general 
taxation. 
Obviously 
such 
would not be voted and issued, espec­ 
ially where many of the city streets 


' had already been improved at private 
'• 
cost. These bonds are confined to 


• single contracts for street work; are 
each for the assessment of $50 and up­ 
wards on a single lot, and are secured 
,by that lot only. 
The work is done in 
the, usual manner. 
When the assess­ 
ment is, issued the owner who prefers 
,tQ pay or fight, and does not wish his 
lot to be bonded, takes it from the 
issue by simply filing notice to that 
effect 
There being nothing compul­ 
sory therefore in the issuance of the 
bond, the reason does not exist, which, 
when it exists, is the foundation of the 
frequent statutory 
requirement of a 
previous popular election. 


To the former scheme of street work 
and collections of its cost there is now 
added simply, an alteration as to the 
mode of that collection, which each 
owner can elect to take or to stand in 
the position he would be in if there 
was no bond act. 
There is no exist­ 
ing law or reason for law, to require a 
previous popular 
vote where each 
owner can singly prevent an incum- 
brance upon his property. 


Assessments of $50 and upwards 
are listed by the Superintendent of 
Streets to the City Treasurer, who 
^issues' bonds to represent each of such 
laments as are not paid or taken 
the list by notice from the owner. 
Each bond is secured by the lot 


: assessed; the bonds are declared to be 
not municipal, (the Constitution inhib­ 
its municipal bonds for such pufpose) 


and are payable by the Treasurer in 
equal annual coupon payments, with 
coupons for semi-annual interest, out, 
of the fund supplied by the owners of 
the lots. 
Each bond stands by itself. 
If default in the payment occurs the 
bond becomes wholly due at option of 
the holder, and can be immediately 
collected without suit 


Several features distinguish these 
from ordinary bonds, and should make 
them desirable for investment. 


(1) Each is secured by a first lien 
upon the lot, so created by operation 
of the law. 


(2) Upon default of any payment of 
principal or interest, the holder is not 
compelled to sue upon his bond, but 


can, if he chooses, have the lot sold as 
for municipal or State or county taxes, 
under similar notice, proceedings and 
right of redemption, x x x x 


(3) The margin of^security is much 
greater than in ordinary 
mortgages 
where from one to two-thirds of the 
value is loaned, and is greater than any 
usual investment x X x x 


(4) The margin of security increases 
annually, as payments are made and 
the lien remains upon the entire lot. 
It also increases whenever in ten years 
an improvement is added to the prop 
erty.

ELECTRICITY AT 8EA. 


TMt* Eyova That >he White ttfttkt U fcj 
V*i the Host Baally Sera. 


Some interesting experiments have 
been made on the visibility of the elea- 
trio light at sea by the governments of 
the United States, Germany and the 
Netherlands. The word' 'visible* * in the 
report on thq tests means visible an a 
dark night with a clear atmosphere. 
The result of the experience of the Ger­ 
man committee was that a white light 
of one oandle power was visible 1.4 
miles on a dark, clear night and one 
mile on a rainy night 


The American tests resulted as fol­ 
lows : In very olear weather a light of 
one candle power was plainly visible at 
one nautical mile; one of three oandle 
power at two miles; one of ten candle 
power was seen by the aid of a binoc­ 
ular at four miles; one of 28 candle 
power faintly at five miles and one of 
S8 candle power plainly at five miles. 
On an exceptionally olear night a white 
light of 8.2 candle power was readily 
distinguished at three miles; one of 5.6 
candle power at four miles and one of 
17.T3 candle power at five miles. 


In the Dutch experiments the results 
were almost similar, but a 16 caudle 
power light was plainly visible at five 
miles. For a green light the power re­ 
quired was two for one mile, 15 for two 
miles, 61 for three miles and 106 for 
four miles. The results of tests with a 
red light were almost identical with 
those with green, but it was conclusive­ 
ly proved that a white light was by far 
the most easily seen.—Chicago Record.
